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Welcome aboard the Naval Regional Medical Center, Jacksonville, Florida. It is our 
hope that your tour here will be an enjoyable one. 


Assignments within the Medical Region may range from a Branch Clinic to a specialty 


service in the Medical Center; each assignment based upon resource requirements at 
the time you report aboard. 


This booklet is designed to help you make your transfer here as easy as possible, 
however, it is not all encompassing. Should you encounter a problem, contact us 
and we'll be glad to provide any assistance we can.

REPORTING ABOARD 


The Naval Regional Medical Center is located within the confines of the 
Naval Air Station, Jacksonville. If you have privately owned transporta- 
tion, access to the Medical Center is by way of the main gate to the Naval 
Air Station, located approximately ten miles south of downtown Jacksonville, 
on U. S. Highway 17 (Roosevelt Blvd). ‘The Marine Guard will direct you to 
the Medical Center. If you intend to fly into Jacksonville, you will be 
required to utilize a taxi (about $20.00) which will bring you directly to 
the Medical Center, or limousine service (about $3.00) to downtown Jackson- 
ville, from where you may ride a city bus to the main gate, and then a base 
bus to the Medical Center. Please be advised that both city and base bus 
service is severely limited after 2200. 


If you are single, adequate quarters are available for E4 and below. If you 
are married, and desire housing information, please write to the following 
address: Military Personnel Service, Naval Regional Medical Center, Jack- 
sonville, Florida 32214. 


All personnel should be in the appropriate uniform of the day when reporting 
aboard. Dress blues are acceptable anytime and tropical white long, summer 
blue, or service dress light blue are authorized from March through November. 


The command hosts a number of social occasions throughout the year at which 
mess dress or full dress uniforms are required. 


During working hours: Report in to the Information Desk in the main lobby 
and have your orders endorsed. You will then be directed to the appropriate 
Personnel Office. Check-in procedures take approximately one half a working 
day. After working hours, weekends, and holidays: Report in to the Chief 
of the Day at the Information Desk in the main lobby and have your orders 
endorsed. You will then be provided accommodations in the appropriate 
Bachelor Enlisted Quarters or Bachelor Officers Quarters, if necessary. 

You will be directed to report to the appropriate Military Personnel Office 
at the beginning of the next working day.

NAVAL REGIONAL MEDICAL CENTER/NAVAL HOSPITAL HISTORY 


The Medical Center provides health care to a large area, from Atlanta, Georgia, 
+c Ney West, Florida. There are Branch Clinics located in Albany, Athens, and 
ntlienta, Georgia. In the immediate Jacksonville area are the Branch Clinics 
Naval Air Station, Jax (providing support to the squadrons based there), NAS 
Cecil Field (providing support to the squadrons based there), and Naval Station 
Mayport (in support of the fleet units homeported there). Further south is 

the Weapons Training and Bombing Ranges at Pinecastle, Florida, with a Medical 
Department Representative and a Naval Hospital in Key West, Florida. 


The Medical Center itself is a modern eight story complex, with support 
buildings, located on the banks of the St. Johns River aboard the Naval Air 
Station. The Medical Center provides care for an average of 1300 outpatient 
visits per day or approximatley 27,000 per month. The authorized bed capacity 
is 248, with an average inpatient load of 185-190 patients per month. It is 
accredited by the Joint Commission of American Hospitals. 


The U. S. Naval Hospital, Jacksonville, Florida, was originally constructed 

in early 1941 and placed in commission on 1 July 1941, with Captain Lester L. 
Pratt as the first Commanding Officer. On the date of commissioning, the 
patient census was 41. With the delcaration of war in 1941, the hospital was 
enlarged and in 1943 it was approximatley double its original size. Admission 
increased during the war and the patient census reached 600 by the end of 1942, 
800 by 1943, and 1,072 by December 1944. After the war, the census gradually 
declined until it has stablized at around 325. 


Originally constructed as a facility for inpatient care of military personnel, 
it has gradually changed over the years to provide care for dependents and re- 
tired personnel which now comprise approximatley 70% of the workload, largely 
in the area of outpatient visits. In order to meet this change in mission, 

the present 400 bed, eight story facility was constructed and dedicated on 

9 December 1967. As well equipped as it is beautiful, the hospital contains 
the latest in modern medical and surgical equipment. Its large outpatient 
department contains clinics for the various medical specialties and is designed 
to accommodate the steadily increasing need for outpatient services. 


The site is ideally located for hospital purposes, being just a short distance 
from the St. Johns River, thereby providing an esthetic and nautical setting. 

In addition, the location, somewhat removed from the Air Station proper, pro- 

vides a quiet and restful atmosphere for patients. 


The hospital is located on land which has been the scene of a variety of 
military activities for over 70 years. Beginning in 1895, it served as the 
annual training grounds for National Guard units of the Southern States. 
During World War I, it became Camp Johnson and was used by the War Depart-— 
ment as a training center. With the cessation of hostilities, the area 
reverted to its former National Guard status until 1938, when it was ac- 
quired by the Navy Department as a gift from the City of Jacksonville for 
use as a Naval Air Station and associated activities. 


On 1 July 1972, the Naval Regional Medical Center Command was established 
under a Director/Commanding Officer, and under the command and support of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. At that time, it was composed of the Naval 
Hospital, Jacksonville, and the Branch Dispensaries located at: Naval Air 
Station, Jacksonville; Cecil Field Naval Air Station; Mayport Naval Station; 
and Naval Air Technical Training Center, NAS, Jacksonville. Effective 

1 January 1974 and 9 April 1974 respectively, the Naval Air Station Dis- 
pensary and Marine Corps Supply Center Dispensary, Albany, Georgia joined 
the Naval Regional Medical Center as Branch Dispensaries. Effective 

1 February 1974, the Naval Hospital, Jacksonville was consolidated into 

the Naval Regional Medical Center, Jacksonville, and the change in title 
from Director/Commanding Officer to Commanding Officer, Naval Regional 
Medical Center took place. The most recent facilities to join the Naval 
Regional Medical Center are the Branch Clinics, Athens and Marietta, 
Georgia, and the Naval Hospital, Key West, Florida. 


EDUCATION AND TRAINING: 


The Medical Center offers a three year approved Family Practice Residency 
for medical officers and other courses approved for credit by various 
specialty societies. 


The Physicians Assistants students are attached to the Family Practice 
Department. where they undergo a one year clinical internship. 


The Nurse Corps Orientation Program at NRMC JAX includes the following: CPR- 
Basic Life Support, IV Certification and Fire Emergency, which are approved 
for 15.5 contact hours of continuing education. 


The Nursing Inservice Education Office offers monthly continuing education 
programs which are developed to meet the needs of nursing personnel. Most 
of these programs are approved for educational contact hours. 


There are numerous short workshops, conferences, and seminars available 

in the various aspects of nursing. The Neonatology Department of nearby 
University Hospital offers a Neonatal Intensive Care Course which consists 
of 64 contact hours. 


For enlisted personnel our Training and Education Office provides everything 
from a comprehensive inservice training course to assistance in getting a 
masters degree. There are various college programs, both on and off station 
that are available. 


AUTOMOBILE FACTS, ORIGINAL LICENSES AND EXPIRATION: 


An original Florida driver license (first issue) shall be valid for a period 
not less than 37 months and not more than 48 months, to be placed in the 
proper cycle. Applicants applying for an original issuance during the 30- 

day period ending at midnight of the applicant's birthday shall be issued a 
driver's license which expires at midnight of the first birthday of the 
licensee which occurs on or after the fourth anniversary of the date of issue. 
Applicants applying on any date other than this period shall be issued a 
driver's license which expires at midnight of the first birthday of the 
licensee which occurs after the third anniversary of the date of issue. 
Applicants applying for a renewal issuance shall be issued a driver's license 
which expires at midnight on the fourth anniversary of the expiration date 
shown on the license being renewed. The standard license fee is collected 
regardless of expiration date. The examiner will require proper identification, 
which by law may be one of the following: birth certificate, school record, 
certificate of baptism, insurance policy at least two years old showing appli- 
cant's age, Bible record, passport, or military identification card. The ex- 
aminer will also require verification of your resident address.

If your license has not expired over 12 months, a renewal is issued with $1.00 
extra as delinquent fee. If over 12 months, a complete examination is required 
for new license. All license fees are in addition to the examination fee. 


EXAMINATION FEE: 


ALL DRIVER'S LICENSE APPLICANTS ARE REQUIRED TO PAY A $3.00 EXAMINATION FEE FOR 
EACH EXAMINATION, IN ADDITION TO THE LICENSE FEE. 


If you fail any part of the examination which includes written, road sign, or 
driving test, another $3.00 fee will be required before the next examination. 


An examination fee of $35.00 is required for reinstatement following any re- 
vocation and $15.00 following a department suspension. CASH ONLY. These 
applicants need not pay this examination fee again unless they FAIL TO RETURN 
WITHIN 30 DAYS AFTER THE LAST EXAMINATION. 


FIVE MAIN PARTS OF THE EXAMINATION: 
The examination consists of five main parts: 


1. ROAD SIGN TEST —- You will be shown several common road signs and 
be asked to tell what they mean. You must understand all of the road signs 
printed in the Florida Drivers Handbook. 


2. VISION TEST - You will be required to read standard letters from a 
chart. If you disqualify, you will be referred to an eye specialist who will 
determine if any improvement can be made. You must be licensed with the best 
possible vision. 


3. ROAD RULES TEST - You will be given multiple choice questions of the 
Florida Traffic Laws. 


4, VEHICLE INSPECTION - The automobile in which you take your driving 
test must pass an inspection of whether it is roadworthy and has all required 
equipment in good condition. 


5. DRIVING TEST. You furnish the vehicle for the test and, unless you 
already have a legal right to drive in your state, you must come for the test 
accompanied by a licensed driver. This driver must remain to drive the car 
away in case you fail to pass the driving test. 


There is a Point System for determining your continued qualification as a 
iriver. It is based on a graduated scale assigning relative value to con- 
victions of the following violations:

In computing points and suspensions, the offense date of all convictions 
Shall be used. 


AUTOMOBILE AND MOTORCYCLES: 


Privately owned automobiles and motorcycles may be operated aboard the station 
when a station decal is properly affixed to the front bumper of cars and front 
fender of motorcycles. To secure a decal, it is necessary to show a valid 

state driver's license, car registration certificate, and a vehicle safety in- 
spection certificate to the Pass Office, Building 9, Main Gate. Car and motor- 
cycle owners must comply with the Florida Financial Responsibility Act requiring 
adequate resources to pay for accident damages, or adequate liability insurance. 
Strictly enforced speed limits are posted on thoroughfares. Parking regulations 
are enforced by civilian and military police on 24-hour patrol. 


PRIVILEGE CARDS: 


Military Dependents Identification Cards are issued through command personnel 
offices and the NAS Security Department, Building 9, Main Gate. Privilege 
cards are honored as identification passes and entitle dependents to use the 
base facilities. 


ARMED FORCES IDENTIFICATION CARDS: 


Active duty and retired I.D. cards are issued at the NAS Security Department, 
Building 9, Main Gate. 


VISITORS' PASSES: 


Persons expecting visitors on the station must make prior arrangements with 
the station Security Office before visitors will be allowed aboard. 


Guests must be sponsored by hosts making prior arrangements with the Security 
Office at the Main Gate. In certain instances the host may be asked to meet 
his/her guest(s) at the Main Gate. 





Visitors on official business, or with an organized group, are allowed on 
base. Visits and tours may be arranged with the Public Affairs Office, Room 
231, Building 1, Extension 2413/2414. 


Automobile visitor passes are issued at the Security Office, Building 9. 
FIRE ARMS: 


Personnel bringing firearms aboard the station must have them registered with 
the station Police Lieutenant in Building 9. Barracks residents must store 
firearms in the station armory. 


OTATION BUS SERVICE: 


Bus transportation is provided for on station travel from 0630 to 2200 
Monday through Friday.

FISHING: 


Fishing aboard the station is permitted; however, a valid fishing license is 
required for all persons from 15 to 65 years of age. Hunting and fishing 
licenses are available at NAS Special Services Ticket Office, Building 620, 
from 0800-1530 Monday through Friday; its extension is 3318. Boats with 
motors are available at the Marina.
